APPLICATION 

The application of Jackson Energy Cooperative (JEC) respectively shows: 

1. JEC is a nonprofit membership cooperative corporation without capital 

stock, duly organized and existing under K.R.S. Chapter 279, engaged in the business of 

supplying electric energy to its member-consumers in the Kentucky counties of Breathitt, 

Clay, Estill, Garrard, Jackson, Laurel, Lee, Leslie, Lincoln, Madison, Owsley, Powell, 

Pulaski, Rockcastle, and Wolfe. 

2. The name and postal address of the Applicant is as follows:

3. The Articles of Incorporation and all but one of the amendments thereto 

for Jackson Energy Cooperative were filed with the Commission in PSC Case No. 92- 

496, for a flow through rate reduction. Jackson Energy Cooperative’s name change 

amendment was filed under the 2001-2002 Construction Work Plan Case No. 2001-023, 

807 K.A.R. 5:001, Section 8(3). 

4. JEC plans to construct new distribution facilities and to upgrade existing 



distribution facilities of JEC as more particularly shown in Exhibit 2 (“sometimes 

referred to herein a the work plan”) and on the system maps filed with this application. 

Those distribution facilities will provide service to retail electric consuming facilities 

located in the territory certified to JEC for retail electric service under K.RS. 

.018. 

5. The work plan covers the period of four years between January 1,20 

278.01 6- 

0 and 

December 31, 2013, and was prepared by the Jackson Energy Cooperative Engineering 

department. A copy of the work plan narrative and summaries is filed herein and made a 

part hereof as Exhibit 2. The work plan was submitted to the Rural Electrification 

Administration (“EA”), Washington, D.C., for approval, which was granted November 

20,2009 (copy included as Exhibit 1 .) 

6. The work plan was approved by the JEC Board of Directors on December 2, 

2009. See Exhibit 3. 

7. JEC states that all the work proposed to be performed would ordinarily be 

exempt under K.R.S. 278.020 and 806 K.A.R. 5:001, Section 9 (3), fiom the requirement 

of a certificate of public convenience and necessity. However, because the Commission 

has informally determined that construction of the magnitude proposed herein involves 

sufficient capital outlay to possibly materially affect the existing financial condition of 

the utility under that section, JEC is requesting an order pursuant to K.R.S. 278.020 (1) 

and 807 K.A.R. 5.001, Section 9 (2), authorizing the construction proposed herein. In 

support thereof, JEC states: 

A. The proposed new construction is or will be required by public 



convenience and necessity as shown in this application, in the work plan and in 

the other exhibits filed with this application.

8. JEC anticipates filing a loan application with REA, the National Bank for 

No fianchises or permits are required for the proposed construction 

A full description of the proposed location, route or routes of the 

JEC attaches the testimony of Carol Wright, Vice President 

Cooperatives (“CoBank”) or the National Rural Utilities Cooperative Finance 

(NRUCFC) within the next year for long-term financing for the construction contained in 

the work plan. That financing will reimburse the general funds expended for the initial 

part of the work plan and finance the balance of the construction. JEC will request 

Commission approval for supplemental financing. 

9. JEC files with the original of this application and makes a part hereof three (3) 

copies of the complete work plan and corresponding project maps showing the location 

of the facilities JEC seeks authority to construct or upgrade. The project maps are keyed 

to the contents of Exhibit 2, the work plan. 

10. The cost of operation of the proposed facilities for JEC is shown on Exhibit 5. 



1 1. The long-term debt required to fund the proposed work plan totals 

$34,235,900. Long term financing options from REA, CoBank and NRUCFC will be 

evaluated. The amortization schedules for the long-term debt to be incurred will be filed 

with JEC’s application for approval of that financing. 

12. The current revenues are sufficient to cover any additional operating 

expenses that will be incurred in relation to the work plan. Also, the addition of new 

consumers, consisting of industrial and commercial growth, should provide additional 

revenue to meet any additional expenses. The newer, upgraded lines should also lower 

line losses that will help meet the additional costs. (807 K.A.R. 001, Section 9(2)(f). 

WHEREFORE, JEC respectfully requests ,the Commission to make its order 

issuing a certificate of convenience and necessity authorizing JEC to proceed with the 

construction of facilities referred to above, and for such other relief as the Com.mission 

may deem appropriate or to which JEC may appear entitled.

I have completed my review of the cooperative's 2010-2013 CWP, which was prepared 
by the Jackson Energy Engineering Department., and find it to be generally satisfactory 
for loan contract purposes. Approval to proceed with the proposed distribution system 
construction is contingent upon RUS's review and approval of an Environmental Report 
(reference 7 CFR 1794). 

Headquarters, SCADA, and load management projects will be reviewed/approved by the 
Northern Regional Division office, as necessary. This action will be taken after their 
receipt of the CWP and other supporting documents (i.e., appropriate feasibility and 
engineering studies). 

You should make a special effort to inform all of the cooperative's employees and 
contractors, involved in the construction of utility plant of any commitments made in the 
Environmental Report covering the construction of the facilities recommended in the 
CWP. 

Changes (line improvements, tie lines, extensions, substations, etc.) in the CWP will 
require RUS approval. The environmental acceptability of any such changes shall also be 
established in accordance with 7 CFR 1794. The procedure for satisfymg these 
environmental requirements shall be the same as that used in connection with this CWP 
approval. 

It is your responsibility to determine whether or not loan funds and/or general funds are 
available for the proposed construction. If general funds are used, the requirements as 
outlined in 7 CFR 17 17 need to be followed. 

The construction shall be accomplished in accordance with RUS requirements. Specific 
reference should be made to 7 CFR 1726, Electric System Construction Policies and 
Procedures.
